FLORIDA STATE UNIVERSITY 


Florida State University's 10 schools and colleges are the sev 
academic homes of more than 17,000 students in 1971 — students who hail 
from the four corners of the world as well as the home state, 

This public, coeducational institution of higher learning is one of nine 
in the State University System of Florida, Founded in 1857, itis the second 
oldest university in ‘the public system and a senior leader in graduate 
education and research program: 

Although Seminole football can be traced back to the first decade of the 
20th Century, the University’s history includes a number of years when it 
was known as the Florida State College for Women (1902-47), The dynamic 
growth of intercollegiate athletics, since coedueation and university: status 
came to the campus’in 1947, has paralleled the phenomenal physical and

doctor's degrees from Syracuse University in 1950 and 1956 respectively, 
both in the area of science education, 

In 1963, Dr. Marshall invited by the Ford Foundation and the Turkish 
Government to direct the National Science Project of Turkey in which he 
and other American educators undertook the establishment’ of a national 
science high school for gifted students in Ankara, 

Dr. Marshall is the co-author of three professional books and a widely 
used series of elementary science textbooks, He served as editor of the 
JOURNAL OF RESEARCH IN SCI EACHING from 1962-66 and 
as a member of the editorial board of SCIENCE WORLD from 1962-65, He 
has also written numerous journal articles and monographs, 

He is a member of LY national or state professional organizations and 
has been recognized by inclusion in Who'y Who in America and American 
Men of Science.
